WE'LL” HAVE WINTER YET.. 


Six Weeks of It by Ground Hog Signs 
—He Saw His:Shadow Yesterday. 


The ground hog saw his shadow yééter- 
day. It was'‘his day and the sun shone 
bright in the heavens. Thereforé, no 
matter what Forecaster Scarr says about 
it, we are to have six more weeks ‘of 
Winter, with some chance, perhaps, of 
the red_ball going up at Van Cortlandt 
Park, and some chance, too, of a belated 
ice harvest from the Hudson. 

The office of Forecaster Scarr, while 


pot caring to prophesy on the weather of 
he next six. weeks, did issue yesterday its 
annual meteorological summary. for 1912, 
showing how strange a year it was, how 
high the winds were and how, for the fifth 
consecutive year, the rainfall was below 
normal. The report says: 

January and February, with a totalvof 17 
hours with temperatures of zero oe lower! 
were unusually cold. -In the last 18 years 
this record hag. been exceeded. only by 1904 
ee 18 hours in January, and in 1899 with. 
22 hours in February. Temperature depart- 
ures ‘were /small from March to September, 
but Octobér, Novembér, and December were 

warm to compensate for January, 
and Febyuary, so that at the close of the year 
there as a silght accumulated excess in 
temperature. The/ annual range was 96°, 
from —3°, January 13, to 98°, July 8. There 
were no long periods of extremeery. hot weath- 
er such as occurred in the Summer of 1911, 

Precipitation was deficient, except. In 
March, April, “May, October, and December. 
The total, 38.50 inches, is 6. 26 below normal. 
This is the fifth consecutive year with de- 
ficient precipitation, the accumulated defici- 
ency for this period being 22.75: inches. 
Rainy days, totaling 119, are 9 less than nor- 
mal, but days. with one inch or more of rain, 
totaling 11, aré exactly normal. ;There were 
three periods of 15 days each. without meas- 
urable precipitation, 

The average hourly wind movement, 17:7 

les, seems extraordinary when. compared 

with the’.normal, 11.5, but this. difference 
is probably almost entirely due to a change 
n the elevation and exposure of the anemo- 

eter on May 1, 1911, from feet at 100 
Broadway to 454 feet at.17 Battery Place. 

Wind records'were broken. On Féb. 22 
the highest wind was recorded at the 
station, and winds in’ April and Septem- 
ber broke the records for those months,

Mey, women, and children ran 
down stairs, the first of them arriving on 
the lower floor in time’ to see Bernardo 
Herrera, the superintendent of the build- 
ing and of the apartment house at 1,473, 
stagger out of his apartmeht, the front 
flat on the ground floor. 

Herrera’s face and hands were cut and 
bleeding. His clothing was torn and he 
was barely conscious. To neighbors he 
gasped that an infernal machine had ex- 


ploded in his flat as his wife opened it. 
Thén he fainted. 

Neighbors. who,ran into the flat found 
Mrs. Madeline Herrera, his wife, lying in 
a heap in a corner of the dining room. 
Her face was cut and torn so that she was 
fimost unrecognizable. Much of her cloth- 
ing had been torn from her body, and her 
body from neck to waist was covered 
with dozens of ragged cuts where bits of 
lead pipe, pieces of screws and nails, with 
which the machine had been loaded, had 
been driven into her flesh. She was dead. 

Sarah 
Soughtman who lodged with the Herreras 
and worked in a ‘department store down- 
town.

Mrs. Herrera looked it 
aver and not seeing an. address finally 
determined to open it. 

Herrera. said that when tlie paper was 
taken off there was revealeda pasteboard 
box, which lopened just as a cigar box 
opens. Mrs. Herrera raised the lid and 
then came the explosion. Mrs. rrera’s 
right hand was blown off, and the whole 
end of the table on. which the box had@ 
résted was blown to. pieces. 

Herrera said that he had no enemies 
that he knew. of, and “was-certain the

SENATOR WAS CAPTIVE HERE. 


Webb of Tennessee ‘Escaped His 
Guards tn His Confederate Uniform. 


Spzcial to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—A veteran of 
the Confederate Army will take the oath 
pf office as 2 United States.Senator when 
the Senate assembles to-morrow, and this 
may be the last occasion when a man who 
served in the civil war becomes a member 
of that body. He is William R. Webb of 
Tennessee, and he will succeed . Newell 
Sanders, Republican,. who :is serving’ by 
appointment in place of the late “ Bob” 
Taylor, better known for his ability as a 
public entertainer than as a legislator ond 
political executive. 

Senator-elect ‘Webb bears the title of 
Professor. With his brother, John M. 
Webb, he founded the Webb School at Cul- 
leoka, Tenn., and it was there that the 
late Senator Carmack and William F. Mc- 
‘Combs, who managed the last Democratic 
National political campaign, were edu- 
cated. 

At the outbreak of the civil war William 
R. Webb was a student in a North Caro- 
lina school, He left his studies to serve 
as a soldier of the Fifteenth North Caro- 
lina Infantry. He was shot three times 
during the battle of Malvern Hill, being 
wounded so severely that’ he had to go 


home. While convalescing he studied at 
the State University, and when he was 
well again heard the call to arms. . Unable 
to. march on account of his injuries, he 
joined @ cavalry contingent, was captured 
three days before Gen. Lee’s surrender at 
Appomattox, and taken as a prisoner of 
war to Battery Park in New York City.

There. were more fires in this city in 
1932 than ever before. Fire Commission- 


er Johnsun, in. his annual report sub- 


tributes this entirely to incendiaries. 
The average loss for each fire was ‘re- 

duced from $855 in 1911, to $580 in 4912. 

This includes the Equitable Building 


fire. The Fire Marshals report the 
estimated actual loss in the year just 
past as $9,069,580 as against $12,470,806 
in 191),.a reduction. of $3,401,226. In the 
entire city 15,633 fires cecurred in 1912, 
while in.1911 there were 14,547 fires. In 
1912 there were 7,808 in tenement houses 
as against 7,297 in 1911. Neon 

The .Commissioner ‘believes’ that ©-the 
most important achievements of the year 
in the department, aside from the reduc- 
tion-tn the annual fire loss,* were the in- 
vestigation of arson and its relation to 
fire insurance in this city and the service 
of 18,684 fire prevention orders calling. for. 
the reduction of various fire hazards. 
Forty convictions were obtained for arson, 
the record number for any year. 

Something new in the. fire fighting line 
was introduced into the depr- tment. the 
past vear in the shape of an ‘appliance 
for melting steel bars with a mixture of 
oxygen and acetylene gas,. The need of. 
such , i ans _ the _report.says, was 

mphasized by ‘the Bquitable « Building 
fire. On that occasion it required one 
hour and a half of arduous labor to sever 
steel bars.so that a rescue could. be 
made. With the new type of apparatus a 
steel bar, such as was,encountered at the 
Equitable fire, can be severed in a few 
seconds, - ; 

The budget for 1913 is $8,945,945 as 
against . $8,537,365 for 1912.

Promotions Are Foreed to 
Get Rate to 90 Per Cent. 


CRITICISES SUPT.. MAXWELL 


Calls His Reports incomplete and 
Misleading—Compulsory Educa- 
tlon Law Noy Fully Enforced. 


The report of Dr. Frank P. Bachman, 
iformer Associate Superintendent of 
‘Schools of Cleveland, Ohio, one of the 
experts employed under Prof. Paul H. 
Hanus of Harvard to investigate the New 
Yerk City school system, was made pub- 
lic last night. It deals with “promotion, 
non-promotion, and part time,” in the 
public schools, and makes ‘some startling 
assertions. Dr. Bachman reports that the ” 
élementary school in New ork City from 
the point of view of the age of its pupils 
is not an elementary school at all, but 
an elementary. pehool, a high. school, and 
a college all in ‘ane. 

“There are thousands of pupils fri ¢ach 
grade,” he says, “who are below’ the 
grade in Which their age entitles them to 
be. There are pupils in the second grade 
who, by reason jof their agé, should be 
in the eigth grade; pupils in the third who 
should be in the, high school, and pupiis 
graduating ‘trem ‘the™ ‘elementary school 
who should: bein ‘colfege. In the sixth 
and lower grades alone there. are 15,839 
pupils who are glready 14 years of age; 
in the seventh .gfade,. 17, 924, and in the 
pupils; who, instead ‘of dragging along 
between the ‘first: and eighth gtades;

‘ecu Causes of Non-Promotion,. 


The real causés of non- promotion, the re- 

Port says, were-not those assigned by the 
tight committees appointed by the City 
Superintendent. to. investigate the subject 
part-time excessive size of classes,. ir- 
regular « attenaancée, late entrance in 
School, shiggish mentality and ignorance 
of the English language. The principal 
causes, Dr. Bachman finds, were irre 
lar attendance and late entrance. n- 
ability to use the English language, the 
report adds, increases only slightly the 
amount of non-promotion in all the regu- 
lar grades. 

Th report finds the course of study 
too niform for widély varying classes 
of. pupils, and ill-adapted to. the needs of 
the pupils of the elementary schools. 
Describing the large amount of absénce 
in the city’s schools, Dr. Bachman says: 

“Of. the 563,612. pupils on fegister. in 
regular, classes June 1911, 382,408, or 
7.25 per cent, were’ absent during the 
February-June term (1911) ten days and 
less; 97,512, or 17.15 per cent., 11 to 20 
days; 89,8391, or 6.93 per cent.. 21 to 30 
cays; 19,297, or 5.39 per cent, 31. to 40 

days, one 30,006, or 5. 26 per cent., 41 days 

adove. ” 

Dr. Bachman finds that approxiinately 
thirty-elght out of every hundréd ‘pupils 
registered at the close of 1911: were be- 
hind in grade, when corsidered from the 
standpoint of. age, gue that many of, the 
children leaving t elementary . school 
permanenfly have not advanced further 
than the fifth or sixth year in the course 
of study. He recommends the establish- 


¥ment of «lasses with a maximum of forty- 


five pupils instead of. the present hap- 
hazard presnierment whereby from thirty 
to sixty pupils are grouped in a single 
class, and says: 

“Tt has hoon figured that the cost. of 
accomplishing eg reduction would be 
approximately $2,500, for buildings 
‘and probably $40,000 annually for -up- 
keép and maintenance; also for salaries 
of additional teachers, an annual mini- 
mum of not less than $180.000.’ 

Present: conditions, including a strong, 
general demand in the cemmunity that 
each child, whatever his: grade, have a 
whole day’s schooling, the, report says, 

“justify the Board of Education in. de- 
manding the funds to. eliminate - part 
timé from all grades.” In estimating the 
costof accomplishing this élimination. of 
part time classes, Dr., Bachman says: 

“Since there were 68.610 children on 
art time at the end of the February- 
une term, 1911, to have eliminated all 
part time from all gradés. school’ accom- 
modation would have been required to 
eare for 34,805 pupils. To provide school 
accommodations for 34,305 pupils, allow- 
ing forty-five pupils per room, would re- 
quire an investment in buildings of not 
less than $7,620,000, besides the cost of 
upkeep and mfintenance, robably /$150,- 
000 annually. Tfls estimaté merely. indi- 
cates, of course, what it would cost. to 
‘provide 34,305 seats for the corresponding 
number of part time pupils. To provide 
this number of seats would, ‘however, not 
necessarily eliminate.» part time. as of 
June , 1911; the seats must be where 
the children are, hence, to eliminate part 
time as it existed June 30, 1911, would 
doubtless cost much more than the. fore- 
going estimated sum. What it would 
actually cost is impossible to estimate.

While the majority of the Columbia 
students wére off enjoying their vacations 
fast Summer, some 200 kfluckled” down 
to real work and earned $37,602.12. Tnese 
figunes nave been recently compiled by 
the University Committee on Employ- 
ment for Students. This total is a big 
facrease in that earned py the students 
registered with the Comimittee during the 
Summer of 19‘1, when double the number 
of mer carned put $25,000. i 
Columbia’s. undergraduates got a total 
of $12,540.40, of which $7,307.34 wag made 
without the assistance of the commfitee 
and $5,258.10 with its help. The law 
students proved the next hest reapers 
with @ total of $10,027.57, of which about 
haif was carned independently and half 
with the. assistance of the committee. 
The graduate students fel}: behind their 
usual record and in. spite.of much private 
puters falied to make more than $34 - 
477.90. Aimong ihese students the com- 
miltee proved a great assistance. being 
responsible for getting the men $3,127.47 
of titis totai. The engineering students 
reported $3,882. 08, in spite of the fact that 
registration in the engineering schoo!s 
is even larger than that of the college. 
Fifteen Barnard girls turned in reports 
ihat showed earnings of $1,198. In the 
Teachers College earnings to the amount 
of $1,540.80 were .reported. The other 
totals were Medicine $1,180.85, Architec- 
ture, $1,085.50, and Extension, . $711. 
The average earnings to the student in 
the various schools were: Cotese, $58.14; 
Law, $102.76; Medicine, $45.71; ‘Applied 
Science, $17.06: Graduate. School, $89.35; 
Fine Arts, $56.66; Barnard College, $38.66, 
and Teachers College, $14.25.

He was sure, he said, that Mr. Wilson 
would not permit radical legislation 
detrimental to the business interests. of 
the country to be written into the laws, 
Mr. Seligman’s. statements were of un- 
usual interest, as- he made a ‘close study 
of conditions abroad,.~ He brought back 
a hopeful message saying that financiers 
abroad. were expecting a. speedy termina- 
tion of the war in tne Balkans. _. 
**After March 4,” said Mr. Seligman, 
“the Democratic ‘Party will have an 
overwhelming majority in the House and 
@ slight majority in the. Senate, and théy 
will unquestionably pass some tariff leg- 
islation. I have confidence in President- 
elect AVilson and also in his able Heu- 
tenant in the House, Mr. Underwood, and 
I believe that no very radical bills will 
be passed.

Band with Fake Jewelry Got 
Thousands, of Dolars from 
the Loan Men. . 


SECRET MEETING CALLED 


Pawnbrokers Didn’t Test the Plati- 
num in Chains and Accepted 
Bogus Gold Wedding Rings. 


The pawnbroker’s business in this city 
{is confronted with a new peril, if the 
reports are true that. emanated from a 
secret’ meeting held the latter part of 
last week by more than 250 mempers of 
the Pawnbrokers’ Association in Tuxedo 
Hall, Fifty-ninth Street and Madison Ave- 
nué.

The chains, chiefly executed in rope pat- 
terns, and having the weight of the 14- 
karat: gold article, have been readily 
accepted by pawnbrokers after subjecting 
the supposed gold and platinum, composi- 
tion to the gold-test and finding it good. 
The. gold being substantial, it followed 
in the judgment of. these pawnbrokers 
that the platinum would also stand the 
test. Hence, sums of from $357to $00 
each were advanced on the.chains. by 


the pawnshop men, who estimatéd their | | 


bargains in platinum at: the present price 
of $2.75 a pennyweight. 

The cue to the new game, however, was 
picked up by. one pawnbroker .who in- 
advertently tested a second time a gold 
chain on which he advanced. $40 to a 
young lady, supposedly a member of the 
fager band, “A drop of the testing acid 
trickled over an exposed surface of the 
supposed platinum and left of it only @ 
queer blotch of colors. A closer. inspec- 
tion revealed the substance as platinoid.

SHALL WE EVER FIGHT JAPAN? . 

This in brief is the question which 
Mr. WitL1AM ARcHER, in the current 
number of McClure’s, discusses with 
extraordinary clearness and candor. 
His conclusion is that Japan can not 
and will not try to make aggressive 
war on the United States or its posses- 
sions, but that, her Government might 
be forced into war with the United 
States should our Government seriously 
\offend the pride of her people. “‘ By a 
“policy of conciliation on all points 
“save those which affect the vital 
‘interests of the American people,” 
says Mr. ArcHeErR, “the United States 
“should. aim at securing a friend 
“rather than. a sullenly resentful 
“enemy on her Pacific flank.” And 
hé is strongly of the opinion that Japan 
would respond to such a policy. 

Mr. ARCHER makes an acute analysis 
of the real conditions that; contrary to 


nation incapable of successful aggres- 
sion and indisposed- toward it.. These 
are, broadly, the poverty of the people, 
the meagreness and lack of variety in 
agricultural and industrial resources, 
the exhaustion caused by. the war with 
Russia, and which really prevented a

Japan—that in any war of conquest all 
the elements which were favorable in 
the ‘Russian war would be adverse.

BETTER THAN BUTTER. 

Cream and butter are not above sus- 
picion of harboring germs of disease. 
Secretary Wtison reports that of the 
creameries visited by Inspectors. in the 
Department of Agriculture more than 
nine-tenths ‘“‘ were insanitary,” and 
that over two-fifths of the 5,154 lots 
of cream inspected “were dirty, de- 
composed, or sour.” We printed on Sat- 
urday a letter from .PauL I. ALDRICH, 
editor of The National Provisioner, 
suggesting that. the same Federal law 
which assures the healthfulness and 
wholesomeness of oleomargarine be 
applied to the conditions of butter- 
making. Why not? 

The cost of butter is uncon- 
scionably high. Thé so-called “ good” 
butter is retailed at 40 to 650 
cents a pound all Winter. But 
as Secretary WILSON reports that near- 
ly three-fourths of the creameries fail 
‘to pasteurize the milk from which the 
butter cream is taken, this expensive 
stuff may have been conveying the 
‘germs of bovine tuberculosis, typhoid, 
and other diseases to the stomachs of 
young children and adults. Since the 
report on July 11, 1911, by the British 
Royal Commission appointed to inquire 
into the relations of human and animal 
tuberculosis, no doubt has remained as 
to the communicability of this disease 
from cows to children. Of twenty-nine 
cases of. primary abdominal or per- 
itoneal tuberculosis, fourteen yielded 
tubercle bacilli and two were proved 
to contain each a mixture of human 
and bovine bacilli. In the bovine cases 
the ages of the patients were 1 to.3 
years in ten instances, from 4 to 5 
years in three, and-8 years in one. 
Eleven of them died either of the gen- 
eralized disease, or tuberculous perito- 
nitis, or meningitis. .Dr. von BEHRING, 
who first advanced the theory that 
tuberculosis ire cows is a peril to man, 
believes that the bovine type gives 
birth to new strains in its human host 
that change. steadily to the human 


type. 
Oleomargariné, which is made partly 


butter, retails Summer and Winter at 
about 25 cénts a pound, and its method 
of manufacture assures lack of con- 
tamination from pathogenic germs. 
Until the methods of producing butter 
are better safeguarded, many will on 
every accourtt prefer its substitute. 








THE ANTI-VIVISECTIONISTS. ' 

‘Dr, FLEXNER of the Rockefeller Insti- 
tute has responded to the inquiry of a 
State Senator who wished to know the 
reasons for the united opposition of the 
best physicians to the McClelland bill 
to investigate animal experimentation 
and its abuses. He says: 

The anti-vivisectionists, despairing of 
securing the enactment of anti-vivisec- 
tionist legislation, have resorted to the 
idea of the commission in the hope of 
driving an entering wedge. The sup- 
porters of this and last year’s bill for 
the Commission of Investigation are the 
same persons who used to urge the out- 
right, anti-viviséction bills. They deny 
all. benefit: from animal experimenta- 
tion, and would :prohibit-absolutely the 
employment of animals for Sxberineaes 
‘purposes if they coul 
‘The advocates of this bill assume 
that there is wanton cruelty in animal 
experimentation. Yet, so far as Dr. 
FLEXNER. can recall, and he has fol- 
lowed the matter with interest for a 
number of years, 
“tionists. have never proved a single 
“abuse of animal experimentation in 
“this State ’’; moreover, he has himself 
“never seen a case of the inflictiofi of 
unnecessary ‘pain. in such’ work.” Of 
course a ‘suffering and struggling ani- 
mal cannot be operated upon with the 
precision necessary for scientific re- 
sults. It must be quiet, insensible: to 
‘the operating instruments. Dr. Furx- 
Puer also dispels the repeated slanders 
of the anti-vivisectionists by stating 
that the, experitriénts in’ the medical 
laboratory are nét secret, but are seen 
and watched by many people, and are 
reported most circumstantially in the

One Limits Dower Rights, the Other 
~ Concerns Eugenics. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Two bills closely affecting the interests of 
women ‘have been introduced into:the Legis- 
lature this month. The first bill, introduced 
by Senator. Herrick, -would limit the wife's 
interest in her husband's real estate to dower 
only, in property held by .him at’ his death, 
and would destroy her interest in‘ al? his 
real estate held during his life: The wife 
may have saved and slaved in the household 
to help get the money together with which to 
buy the property, and to deprive her of all 
interest in it. during her husband’s life is 
unfair and unjust to.the wife.- 

When a, young woman elects to become a 
wife, mother, and housekeeper, instead of 
making a career for herself, as so many 
women are. now. doing, she does the State a 
distinct service. When-she decides to take 
upon herself a life .of sacrifice,, to bear: and 
bring up citizens of the State, her interests 
should be safeguarded: and not’ impaired by 
law. In only gne home out of every forty-six 
in the United States is the husband able to 
provide help’ in the: household. for the ‘wife. 
This means that the mother not only bears 
and tears children but‘ she is the household 
drudge. besides.

The bridge will have ample ways for foot 
passengers, automobiles, and wheeled —vehi- 
cles as yet impractical under any devised. 
scheme of tunnel construction. Like the 
Brooklyn Bridge, it. will have tracks for trol- 
leys and elevated lines that would converge 
from all parts of the city, and radiate to all 
the Jersey commuting districts. In addition 
there would be at least two tracks for hand- 
ling the passenger train ‘service of the com- 
bined railroads now havin, termini on the 
Jersey shore, and at least two ‘tracks for 
handling the city’s freight in connection with 
Commissioner Tomkins’s broad scheme of an 
elevated freight. railway along the Hudson, 
distributing and collecting on either side to 
and from docks, factories, and warehouses 
the great tonnage of freight that now congests 
our streets. It is probable that no one would |’ 
seriously propose. to build water-tight sub- 
ways along the riverfront to do this work 
in preference to an elevated system. 

The exact cost of the bridge and approaches 
cannot be definitely known until final plans 
are -approved by the War Department, but 
with the data in hand it appears certain that 
it will not cost as much as two sets of tun- 
nels, whose service, owing to the greater head- 
way required for safety, would be vastly in- 
ferior to that of the bridge without the prac- 
ticability of street vehicle traffic, and with- 
out the greater comfort and satisfaction of 
outdoor transportation. -- 

The ‘time for completion is set’ at from 
seven to ten years from the date of proper 
Congressional and departmental action. The 
city’s traffic has now reached the point where 
the bridge is justifiable from the. standpoint 
of service and cost. ‘It would ‘seem that we 
citizens might rest easy regarding. the prac-- 
tical utility and engineering features of a 
project that has the unanimous indorsement 
of the Board of Estimate, and, according to 
the public. press, the cordial co-operation of 
President Rea of the Pennsylvania Rallroad, 
and the expert knowledge of the engineer 
whose broad and successful experience is now 
devoted to the construction of the Hell Gate 
Arch Bridge, at present the world’s greatest 
railroad structure, under way. I submit this 
without consultation with any of the gentle- 
men who have the project of the North River 
Bridge especially at heart.

FEDERAL CHILDREN’S BUREAU. 





Seeks Only Information About Their 
Life and Welfare. 


To the Bditor of The New York Times: 

Will you permit me to call attention to an 
error in the report of the stenographer at the 
conference with President-elect Wilson at Cas- 
tle Point Sunday afternoon? I make this re- 
quest because, as the spokesman on’ behalf of 
the Federal Children’s Bureau, it seems my 
duty to ask you to correct a very widespread 
misapprehension as to/the needs and purposes 
of this bureau. 

Mr. Wilson appeared :to understand the situ- 
ation exactly yesterday and to. appreciate the’ 
public misapprehension when he urged that the 
friends of the Children’s Bureau make it very 
clear to the public mind that the bureau, as 
such, has nothing to do with the regulation of 
child labor, much less with any attempt to 
regulate child labor by a Federal law. But 
the report of the stenographer says, .‘‘ Owen 
R. Lovejoy sa'd that Congressmen needed to 
be educated ds to the purposes ald scope of 
the National Child Labor bill and the appro- 
priation increased.’’ I gaid nothing about a 
** National: Child Labor bill.’”” I do not know 
that any sucli bill exists. Some years ago 
Senator Beveridge of Indiana introduced a bill 
to seek to regulate child labor through the 
inter-State commerce law, but the bill was not 
passed, and, so far as I am aware, is not pend- 
ing inthe present Congress. 

The Children’s Bureau is éntirely distinct 
from that proposition; hag nothing to: do with 
the regulation of child labor in any State, but 
seeks only to gather and publish the most au- 
thoritative information regarding all questions 
relating to the welfare of children and child 
life, 

It is the hope of those who were instrumen- 
ta] in getting this bill through Congress that, 
— result of the information gathered, more 
enlightened laws will be passed in all States 
for the protection of all classes of children; 
and it is further hoped that Congress will see 
the importance of adding sufficient appropri- 
ation to increase the facilities of the bureau 
in proportion to its gigantic task.

rd “sued a pamphlet showing the work that 
has ‘been done on tho’ project so far, 
and including the reports of his engineers, 
He- appeals ‘to the Board of Estimate to 
end the delay so that the city can have 
pienty of pure, wholesome water. 

The Commissioner asserts that nine bids 
for the work were received. .The lowest 
was submitted by the Keystone State 
Construction Company. for $5,189,015. ‘“‘The 

*\ number of bids and their amounts,” said 
the Commissioner, “ effectually refute the 
allegation of the Buteau of Municipal 
Research in its memorandum that 
there could be no fair competition, and 
prove the reasonableness of the estimates 
of cost prepared by this department and 
scnerally indorsed by the Board of Ex- 
perts ina much more conclusive manner 
than usual. Thus there are four bids bé- 
low our figures, a fifth one differing 
trom our estimate only by about $18,00u 
and four bids higher than our estimate; 
while the average of the nine bids is) 
$6,004,765, or only 1% per cent. higher 
than our engineer’s estimate. For this 
result our department can justly be con- 
gratulated. It would be difficult to pre- 
sent an estimate of work of this magni- 
tude, in which the estimate made bythe 
engineers. preparing it would correspond 
as closely with the bid of the contractors 
to whom the work is awarded. 

Regarding what has already been done 
and the necessity for quick action the 
Commissioner said: 

The department has worked for the best 
part of the last six years on the preparation 
of plans and. specifications, employing for 
that purpose the best experts and ‘engineer- 
ing talent in the country, and has spent for 
this work $50,000. The plans and spccifica- 
tions, most full and complete, have received 
general commendation from enginzers 
and contractors all over the country. 

d of Estimate approved the contract 
and specifications and authorized the Com- 
missioner to receive bids. e advertised for 
bids to-be received for six weeks, which is 
about four times as long as requi by 
charter. The time would have expired ¢n 
san. 8; an extension of one week was needed 
to change an ordinonce in relation to sure- 
ties in all municipal piso so that the 
bids would have been opened Jan..16. Only 
three or four days before that date a mémo- 
tandum of objection, prepared by the Bureau:

The helmsman of the schooner, seeing 
the liner, shouted orders to the. watch to 
cut sails loose, and tirew his wheel about. 
+A gust- of wird caught the sails, and 
Spread them’ outs however, before the 
crew could sever the ropes, and the 
schooner, with’her bowsprit stretching in 
front like a battering: ram,. struck the 
Prinz Oskar. Through the steel plates 
the bowsprit jammed its way, carrying 
the Prinz Oskar’s huge port anchor ten 
feet intc the forecastle. Sailors asleep 
in their berths were jerked to the floor 
amid shattered fittings and ice. 

The. impact was so powerful that the 
steel’. liner was rocked. Passengers were 
thrown from their bunks. At the same 
‘time the four masts of. the. schooner 
snapped off and fell to the deck, with 
the mass of spars, sails, and rigging. For 

a few minutes the wooden ship and the 
Hiner were locked fast by the bowsprit. 
Then the engines of thé liner pulled -her 
free, jerking the bowsprit from its fasten- 
ings... As the steamer backed, the schooner 
settled at the bow. 

With the decks in a tanga and the 
vessel rapidly sinking, Capt. A. J. Slocum 
ahd his crew of seven men Mal a hard 
time to save themselves. They were able, 
however, to launch a dory and get away 
just as the craft sank. The boat was al- 
mest swamped by the suctioh of the sink- 
ing vessel, and four of the men, who had 
tried to ‘cling to it while the others 
rowed, were drawn into the-whirlpooi. 
They clung to wreckage, however, and 
were picked. up by lifeboats from the 
liner after hope of saving them had al- 
most been abandoned. 

Capt. Von Leuenfels, who was on the 
bridge at the time of the accident, took 
prompt measures to reassure the three 
first-class cabin and thirty steerage pas-

JUSTICE STEINERT DIES. 


Passes Away in Staten Island Infirm- 


ary—Stricken on Bench. 


After an ‘illness. cf three days, Justice 
Henry M. Steinert of the Court of Special 
Sessions diéd at the R. Smith In- 
firmary, St. George, 8. I., last night, from 
pneumonia. . Justice Steinert was taken 
ill while filling a temporary vacancy on 
the bench at St. George on Thursday. He 
was hearing a case when he suddenly 
collapsed, and was cairied by court at- 
tendants to his chambers.

This was. done, 
but in spite of every effort on the part 
of the physicians his condition became 
steadily worse, and his five children were 
summoned .to his. bedside on Saturday. 
They remained in St. George, so as to be 
near thrir father, and were at his side‘ 
when he vassed away.

WADSWORTH TO BE WITNESS 


Neither He Nor Forest Commissionér

LeRoy Crawford, a contractor, has been 
permitted by Justice Deyendorf to inter- 
ven¢ as a defendant in fie suit brought 
by the State against M¢ry L. Fisher, the 
former owner of 22,601 acres, to quiet the 
title to that part of the land in dispute. 
All persons who have any knowledge of 
the transaction whereby the land was ac- 
quired.by the State will be called as wit- 
nesses, and the case will be tried in the 
open, 

The Fisher property, which is the bone 
of contention in the present action, lies 
south of the Beaver River in Herkimer 
County. Adjoining it is a tract of land 
embracing 11,200 acres formérly owned 
by the Taggart Paper Company. To the 
south of the Taggart land is a tract form- 
erly owned by Lyon. De Camp. 

Under the law the Forest Purchasing 
Board was empowered to appropriate land 
tor the Forest Preserve—Adirondack Park 
~when the property adjoined land already 
6wned/ or appropriated by the State, or 
vhenever in the judgment of the board 


the timber thereon, other than spruce, 
pine, or hemlock, was being removed to 
thé detriment of the forest ot the in- 
lerest. of the State. 

Early in January, 1900, the Forest Pur- 
chasing Board learned that mre, Fisher 
had a contract with the St. Regis Paper 
Co. for the removal of the timber from 
her land, und tnat the St. Regis Paper 
Co. had contracted with LeRoy Craw- 
ford to do the work. The board also 
learned that an électric railway was to 
be run througn the Fisher and Taggart 
tracts, and a chemical mill was to be 
erected and the entire tract denuded. 

The hoard acted promptly, and ap- 
propriated the Fisher and Taggart tracts 
On the ground thut timber was being cut 
and that the property adjoined the. De 
Camp tract, which had been acquired by 
the State in 1008, and had been marked 
on the map das. Stdté property. Gov. 
Hughes formally approvéd the action of 
the board. The amount of compensation 
due the former owners of the land has 
been in dispute ever since, and meantime 
the value of the timber has doubled. 

In May last, Attorney General Cartnody, 
at the request of the Conservation Com- 
mission, brought suit in the Supreme 
Court at Herkimer to quiet the title to 
the Fisher tract, it being understood that 
a decision in that case would apply also 
to the Taggart tract. The complaint was 
virtually a confession of jud mens as it 
specifically stated that the ou tne 
State—had not acquired title to thé land 
in question, thus contempttiously setting 
aside as void the action of the Purchasing 
oard. Forimer Justice of the Supremé 
Court Henry Purcell. of Watertown, 
counsel for Mrs. T’isher, in his answer 
concurred heartily with the complaint. 

Justice Devendorf heard the case in 
chambers on Juhe 16, 1912. The State, 
through Deputy Attorney General John 
T. Norton, called one witness, G. H. P. 
Gould of Lyons, the attorney in fact of 
rs. Fisher. It did not call James W. 
Wadsworth, Jr., a member of the Forest 
Purchasing -Board in 1909, or Jamés 
hipple, Forest, Fish, and Game Com- 
missioner at that time, or others familiar 
with the facts. In fact, the State made 
absolutely no attempt to sustain its title. 
The defense called no witnesses. ‘Justice 
Devendorf was asked to render a speedy 
decision, which could have only been in 
favor of the defendant, but he hésitated. 
The Association for the Protection of the 
Adirondacks made an _ investigation. 
Messrs. Wadsworth and Whipple made 
Statements defending the action of the 
Purchasing Board and severely criticising 
the Attorney General for his failure to 
call, them as witnesses. 

Russel 8. Johnson of Utica; counsel for 
LeRoy Crawford, who complained that 
had been damaged in. the sum_ of 
80,000 by the action of the State, asked 
éave for his client to intervene as a party 
defendant. His motion was héard in 
October last by Justice Devendorf. Dep- 
uty Attorney General Norton and former 
Judge Purcell appeared in opposition. 

The main contention of Mr. Johnson 
was that Crawford’s contract was prop. 
erty, and, like any other property, might 
be taken ‘under condemnat on proceedings 
for public use, such condemnation being 
subject to thé rules of just compensation. 

Justice Devendort now finds that Craw- 
ford expended time and money in the con- 
struction of roads, and camps, 
and decides that 
was interfered with by the State, 
when it prings action +t obliterate its pro- 
ceeding in that regard tf ink he _bécomes 
an intereated par ty within the language 
of the statute and is entitled to his day 
in court and a right to be heard: The 
motion is granted.’ 

An appeal may be taken, but even if it 
is unsuccéssful the case will be tried again

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


The Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers has\ overruled a protest by 
Knauth,. Nachod & Kuhne and others re- 
garding the classification under the tariff 
act of 1909 of textile cutting -machines, 
embossers and stampers used for gaa 
lettering.of leather, cardboard. and. simi- 
lar heavy materials; machines for stapling 


aper, and machines for use in bookbind- 
ng. They were all assessed for duty at 
45 per cent. ad: valorem under the pro- 
vision in: the law -for manufactures of 
metal. It was asserted that the articles 
are ‘‘machine tools’ as that term is 
used in the tariff, and dutiable at 30 per 
cent. ad valorem. 
A protest by Hensel, Bruckmann & Lor- 
bacher was overruled. Forged steel gear 
blanks were assessed’ at 30 per cent. ad 
valorem: under. Paragraph 123, Act of 
1909, as forgings of steel. They were said 
to be dutiable according to value per 
pound. at .1.9 cents a pound under Para- 
graph .131, which provides for steel bars. 
The articles are disk-shaped pieces cf 
hammered or forged steel, the contention 
being. that the blanks were cut from ham- 
mered steel bars. Judge Fischer says it 
appears clear that the gear blanks as im- 
ported are not the steel bars referred to in 
the law. 
Robert B. Ways, in behalf of the Balti- 
more & Ohio Railroad Company, objected 
to the assessment made by the. Collector 
at Baltimore on Christmas tree wires, 
consising of pieces of twisted metal, 
painted or stained in various colors. Duty 
Was assessed at.45 per cent. ad valorem, 
under Paragraph 199 of the present law, 
as manufactures of metal. he importer 
said the goods were ‘‘ toys,’ and as such 
dutiable at the rate of 35 per cent. ad 
valorem. Similar contentions aie John H. 
Boden & Co. regarding candle apetsere 
and tree wires were also overruled 

The board denied a poereet by ‘Alexander 
Murphy & Co., relating to specimens of 
meteoric iron,.which had been assessed at 
20 per cent. ad valorem under the act of 
as ** metallic mineral substances 
in a crude state.”

‘A noticeable increase in demand 


marked the opening of the week in the} 


local printcloth market. During the first 
few days business was very active, and 


heavy buying was reported in all quar-) 


ters of the trade.

Supt. Emmet Sees More Value in 
Broad Revision Than Piece- 
meal Tinkering. 


POLICYHOLDERS BENEFITED 


a 
Finds. Their. Interests Safe with Com- 
panies—City Fire Rates Too High 
—Casualty Insurance Views.

ALBANY, Feb: 2.—A thorough revision 
of the insurance laws of this State is 
recommended by William Temple Emmet, 
State Superintendent of Insurance, in his 
annual report, which will be sent to the 
Legislature to-morrow night. -This revi- 
sion, Mr, Emmet believes, should have 
regard :both to the form and substance 
of the law and should be undertaken by 
the Insurance Department itself. 

As an indication of the great need of 
such reform .the Insurance Departr nt 
has caused to be introduced in the Legis- 
lature in the month it has beén in session 
not less than thirty-four bills: providing 
for amendments to the insurance law. 
A similar number was introduced at the 
instance of William H. Hotchkiss, Mr. 


islative session has witnessed a flood,o: 
insurance bills, amending the Armstrong 
law of 1906. 

While the Insurance. Superintendent 
recognizes the’. necessity of annual 
changes to meet changing conditions in 
the insurance. field or to incorporate into 
the laws the fruit of recent experience, 


he believes that piecemeal tinkering win 
the law is less liable to serve proper ends 
than revision’ on the broader lines he 
recommends. 

On the subject of life insurance, the 
report . gives comforting assurance to 
policyholders, on the result of 
examinations of companies undertaken by 
his department. 

“The result of the examinations of old 
line companies conducted during mv ad- 
ministration, as well as those made by 
my. prédecessor,”’ Says the report, © jus- 
tify the belief that their policyholders 
may implicitly rely upon the payment of 
the policy obligations in. which they. are 
-that progress is_ being 
made all-the time in the direction ot 
further economies in administration, .and 
consequently in .the direction of larger 
benefits to the ecpolfcy holders. 

Dealing broadly with the future: policy 
of the State with reference. to life insur- 
ance legislation and supervision, the re- 
port’ says: 


Legislation with regard to life insurance 
in the immediate future should, in my judg- 
ment, be based upon a recognition of the 
fact that.a tremendous housecleaning has 
already been accomplished in this field, and 
that in all ‘its larger manifestations ‘the 
_business is now being conducted in strict 
accordance with the existing law, and by 
men who have a high sense of their obliga- 
tions as trustees. of the enormous aggrega- 
tions of capital they are handling. Whether 
the time will ever come when the State of 
New York decides that it wants to go into 
the life insurance business, I do not know. 
Certain it is, however, that the time: has 
not yet arrived. But our people have reached 
this position with regard to life insurance 
—and it is one from which, I think, they 
will. never recede: they will never again al- 
low this business to be conducted primarily 
for personal profit. So long as it remains 
in -its present hands, they will insist that 
the private capital invested in it shall re- 
ceive only the most moderate returns, and 
that any large profits which may result all 
go to policyholders, not stockholders.. There 
will never be any relaxation in the present 
rigid supervision of the life insurance busi- 
ness—the aim of such supervision being to 
reduce the expenses of the business to a 
minimum: and to protect the policyholders 
still further than they are at present pro- 
tected, in getting insurance that is both 
cheap and. safe. 


Fire Ratés Too High Here. 


On the subject of fire insurance the re- 
port says that “fire rates in New York 
dre now prétty stable, but there is ‘a 
general belief in the minds of the people 
that they are too high.’’ 

The department is at present conduct- 
ing an.inquiry -with a view of. ascertain- 
ing how these rates are arrived at. In 


this connection the report remarks that 
while the investigation has not been 
carried far - enough to justify a state- 
ment of conclusions, it has already dis- 
closed that the powers conferred upon 
the Insurance Department in its relation 
to fire insurance in the .present statute 
are not adequate. Discussing fire rates, 
Mr. Emmet says: 

If. fire rates are higher .than they might 
be, this is very largely due, in my judgment, 
to the fact that our national fire waste is 
| age than it should be. If fire waste can 

e kept down, fire rates, under efficient un- 
derwriting management, will automatically 
and . immediately respond. Fire waste is 
high here for three reasons: Men of criminal 
propensities burn their property for the sake 
of insurance; there is a widespread ignorance 
regarding the fundamental principles of fire 
prevention, and there are still many im- 
provements to be made in our building 
methods: The first of these three contrib- 
uting causes to our heavy fire waste can 
be dealt with, to some extent, by the pas- 
sage of more stringent laws "for the pun- 
ishment of the crime:of arson,: and by the 
| pte upbuilding. of a finer moral sense 

certain portions of our population. The 
second of these causes can perhaps be re- 
moved in time by making the study of the 
principles of fire prevention and other 
kindred subjects obligatory in our public 
schools. The third’ can be met by the pas- 
sage of better building laws than are now 
on the statute books.
